AN ACT defining the crime of indecent expos- 
ure and fixing the punishment therefor. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in 
senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Any male person over the age of 
sixteen years, who shall take indecent or im-
proper liberties with the person of a female 
child under the age of fourteen years with or 
without her consent, without intending to com-
mit the crime of rape on such child, shall, on 
conviction thereof, be punished by imprison-
ment in the state prison, not more than two 
years nor less than one year, or by imprison-
ment in the county jail not more than six 
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months, or by a fine not exceeding two hun-
dred dollars.
